That is Pardee's program. If there 


Is to be any further fighting against 


the Gage office-holders the trouble will 
originate on the floor of the Senate

From this It will be seen that the 


hot blood of yesterday, which prompt- 
ed tales of fierce war, revenges and re- 
prisals, has cooled a good deal and the 


expected clash of Pardee and Herrln 
has been at least postponed a while.

SACRAMENTO. Jan. 7.—At the open- 


ing of the ceremonies, as Governor Gage 
rose to speak, a disgraceful no!se of min- 
gled laughter and shouting was Indulged 
in by the crowd, 
which strove 
to sock 


entrance to the already crowded assem- 
bly chamber. 


It was some time before the buble could 


be subdued by the sprgrcant-at-arms. 


With much solemnity. Governor Gage 


gave an address'in which he briefly re- 
viewed his term of off.cp. 
It was an imposing scene as Chief Jus- 


tice \V. H. Beatty administered the oath 
of office to the Governor-elect. . 


The contrast was striking as the new 


official, a man in the prime of life, was 
Invested with his powers by the venerable 
representative of the judiciary. 


No sooner had the oath of office been 


.administered than salutes were fired by 
the military outside the building. 
At the conclusion of Governor Parflee's 


address, Lieutenant Governor-elect An- 
derson took the oath of his office at the 
hands of Chief Justice Beatty.

were next read by the Secretary of the 
Senate. 
The ceremonies were brought to a close 


by the singing of "America" by the audi- 
ence.

ROOSEVELT WANTS TO 


HAVE A TRUST BILL. 


(Special to THE TRIBUNE.) 


SACRAMENTO, 
Jan. „ 7.-Dr. . George 


C. Pardee of Oakland is now Governor of 
California. He was Installed In the rosl- 
tion this afternoon at 1 o'clock In the 
Assembly chamber of the Capitol, In the 
presence of the members of the House 
and Senate and an Immense throng of 
people, which filled side seats, lobby and 
gallery to repletion. 


The oath of office was administered by 


Chief Justice Beatty 
of 
the Supreme 


Court, after which the Inaugural address 
of the Governor was read in: a clear, 
simple manner, but without ostentatious 
effort. 


THE ESCORT. 


The Governor was escorted to the Capi- 


tol by a civic and military procession, 
which was the largest of ita kind In re- 
cent years In t.iis city, although the dif- 
ference waa-not~so pronounced as to at- 
tract the attention .of the average on- 
looker. 


Whatever there was of increase ir. the 


line was due In nowise to Governor Par- 
dee, because all the arrangements for the 
pageant had been made without his par- 
ticipation. 


SIMPLE TASTES. 


Tho Governor had no desire to have a 


large military or even civic display. At 
thfe same time, he was opposed to being 
considered as hostile to a custom which 
has been observed In this Sta'te on such 
occasions almost from the earliest days. 
He knew, however, that the arrangements 
were In the hands of reliable people who 
would not and did not do violence to his 
feelings. 
Those in charge of the affair 


were N. S. Banglmm, assistant Adjutant 
General, ami H.' Seymour. 


Yv'hile the procession was 
moving It 


-was 
noticed that the home city of the 


Governor was represented by two military 
organizations, of one of which he himself 
had been at different times a private and a 
commander. There was also a number, of 


the Governor's townspeople on the curb 
and following the line of march, and, at 
frequent Intervals, these joined with other 
devoted acquaintances In cheering the 
doctor on the way to assume his new 
political duties.

streets.

Roosevelt had a conference today with i 
Speaker ' Henderson and Representative 
Grosvenor of Ohio with regard to proper 
anti-trust legislation. 


The conference lasted for a considerable | 


time, the situation In the House being 
discussed thoroughly. 


It Is understood that the President Im- 


pressed upon his callers, who went to 
the executive offices at his request, that 
legislation dealing with the trust ques- 
tion should be enacted at the present ses- 
sion of Congress. 


No particular measure was under dis- 


cussion and, of course, none was agreed 
upon. 


"The trust question is a most difficult 


one to handle in a legislative way," said 
General Grosvenor, as he lelt the execu- 
tive offices, "but I think some measure 
will be enacted Into law at this session. 


"It will be necessary to steer a middle 


course between the desires of the radical 
anti-trust people and those who profess 
to see little evil in trusts or combinations 
of capital. 


"That such a course win be adopted by 


Congress, I have no doubt." 


It Is understood that during the confer- 


ence today the question of bringing the 
subject of trusts to the attention of the 
House in a formal way, at an early date, 
was considered, but what conclusion, if 
any was reached, Is not known.

Thev^ss°clatea Charities floes not aim 


to cover the whole field of 
charitable 


work of the city. To attempt to usurp 
the place of any of the efficient and well 
conducted charities of Oakland or to dry 
up the fountains of individual effort and 
generosity would £-ork a distinct harm to 
the community. By the terms of its con- 
stitution "the society shall not directly 
dispense alms in any form 
except 
in 


emergency cases," and so It is obliged to 
make frequent demands upon these chari- 
ties and upon individuals to aid in its 
work 
In return the society hopes to be 


of service in many ways. 
It alms to 


co-operate 
with 
all 
existing 
agencies 


working along the same lines, to investi- 
gate carefully all cases brpught to its 
notice, to keep a record of the -work in 
order to study the causes which led to 
distress, and for the purpose of prevent- 
ing as far as possible duplication of re- 
lief and to be a central bureau of refer- 
ence and information of charitable w_ork. 


It hones also to raise the standard of 


charitable work in 
the 
community, it 


deprecates the asking of alms on streut 
corners, either for one's self or for othera. 
It alms to prevent begging and imposi- 
tion, to diminish'pauperism, to encourage 
thlrft, self-dependence and industry, and 
to aid the poor to help themselves. Em- 
ployment, therefore, is made the basis o| 
relief wherever possible. Where this Is 
temporarily Impossible, to relieve the dis- 
tress in such a way that the Individual 
or family may be brought back into nor- 
mal relations with society as 
soon as 


possible. 
To do this takes much more time than 


to write out grocery or coal orders, but 
experience has shown that its effect is 
more permanent. 
The man, woman or 


child who is hungry today and is fed by 
public or private charily will be hungry 
again tonjorrow, and will demand more 
food, and the solution of his problem will 
not be found by bestowing bread alone. 


To ask for bread and receive a "tone 


may be pitiful—but 
there 
are. worse 


things in life than hunger and cold, and 
it Is more pitiful to offer food and rai- 
ment when what is needed is enlarged 
opportunities, courage to fight one's bat- 
tle, friendly advice and sympathy. 


To raise the needy above the neefl of 
relief and to aid the poor to help them- 


selves Is the aid of organized charity and 
its excuse for being.

VALUABLE PLATES 


IN DANGER. 


.Report to President Wheeler Shows Need of 


Fire-Proof Vaults at the Lick 


Observatory. 


BERKELEY, ^Jan. 7.— In a report Just 


to President Wheeler of tho Uni- 


versity of California, Director W. 
W. 


Campbell of th» Lick Observatory at Mt. 
Hamilton deplores tha lack of fire pro- 
tcctlon at that Important station. The 
observatory buildings are entirely lighted 
by kerosene lamps, which are not only 
a great Inconvenience, but a constat 
source of danger from fire .as well. On 
the top of the mountain, far from tho 
reach of outside aid In easo of a con- 
flagration, the men at the observatory 
must rely entirely upon their local Inade- 
quate fire apparatus to extinguish chanco 
blazes. The isolation of the place makes 
Imperative this helpless condition, but 
this condition should be the signal for 
the strictest care. 
Besides tho buildings, 
valuable 
tele- 


scopes, important data and delicate in- 
struments on Mt. Hamilton, there are 
some almost priceless photograph nega- 
tives. It Is for. the protection of these 
last that Director Campbell makes his 
•trongest plea. By the art of the costly 
reflector some of the best celestial photo- 
graphs ever seen have been taken. Hun- 
dreds of rare photographs have 
been 
caught of the nebulae and of star-cluster, 
valuable spectrum photographs have been 
made, until th« collection of negatives is, 
perhaps, the most valuable in the world. 
Some of the negatives are In fire-proof 


vaults,' but the. majority of them are 
placed In different dark rooms scattered 
about the buildings. These rooms are en- 
tirely exposed to flre, and in case a blaze 
should break out, nothing could save the 
plates. 
Director Holdsn of the observatory 


staff has drawn up plans for the con- 
struction of fire-proof vaults Into which 
th» plates could be put. The plans for 
these vaults accompany Director Camp- 
bell's r&port. As the plates are so valu- 
able and can not be replaced if destroyed, 
some action will doubtless be taken by 
the University authorities. 


VENTURA ORCHARDS ARE 


DESTROYED BY BUGS. 


BERKELEY, Jan. 7.— A new pest has 


been reported by Professor E. J. Wlck- 
son of th'e University of California Agri- 
cultural Department. It la a bug that has 
been doing great .damage to the orango 
trees In the neighborhood of Sestf In 
Ventura county. 
Tho growers of that 


region have sent several of the insects 
to the University, together with an ac- 
count of its ravages. 
In the first stage of its life the pest Is 
a sluggish worm, usually originating In 
uncultivated woods. 
From a worm It 


changes to a bug and migrates to 'the or- 
chards. There It attacks the roots of the 
tree, boring Its -way* entirely through the 
root 
beneath 
the 
surface 
of 
the 


ground. In many cases It has killed the 
trees of an entire orchard. Although H 
has often attacked peach, pear, apple and 
plum trees, this Is the first time that it 
has done any damage to orange trees. 
The only remedy that the department at 


Berkeley can suggest Is to grub up the 
Infested roots and thus save the rest of 
the orchard.

Already the work of improving 
the principal 
thoroughfare 
of 
San 
Leandro Is under way. Haywards ave- 
nue la receiving its usual winter atten- 
tion. Several wagon loads of crushed 
rock have been deposited in the many 
holes along th3 street, which for a 
time tends to improve the condltloi 
of the street, but as it is not rolled 
It makes traveling over that thorough- 
fare very unpleasant.

WILLIAM PELOZUE GOES 


TO HIS LAST BIVOUAC. 


He Was a Pioneer, an Honored Citizen, a 


Mexican War Veteran, and a Supervisor 


for Twelve Years. 


After a long life of courage, public 


and private honor and devotion to 
country and friends, William Pelouze, 
Mexican War Veteran, pioneer and suc- 
cessful man of business, passed over 
Into the beyond yesterday. He died at 
his residence, 1773 Seventh street, 
where he had lived continuously ever 
since coming to Oakland thirty-four 
years ago. Few men -will be regretted 
by a larger circle of sincere friends, 
and none In this city has pasised away 
with a fuller measure of public respect 
'or his virtues and character. 


For twelve years William Pelouze 


vas'a member of the Board of Super- 
visors. During his long tenure of of- 
fice his probity was never questioned. 
Us private life was free from stain, 
and his business career strictly honor- 
,ble. His dominant traits were daunt- 
ess courage and a resolute adherence 
o what he deemed* to be right. 
His 


oyalty to friends and to principle was 
proverbial. 


When convinced of the soundness of 


his position, nothing could swerve him 
from his course. 


This trait was atjDnce his strength 


and weakness in politics. 
While It 


brought him respect for his character, 
t earned him the opposition of the 
class politicians who prefer men of 
ess rock-ribbed convictions and less 
stubbornness in holding to them. 
But 


all such will say: 
"Peace to hts mem- 


ory; he was a good man, a stanch 
friend and a strong fighter." 


William PeJouze had an eventful life. 


He was born and grew to manhood In 
Boston, where he learned the type- 
founders' trade. When the Mexican 
War broke, out he volunteered to go to 
the front, and made one of the gallant 
army that Scott led to the City of Mex- 
ico, participating in the principal en- 
gagements between Vera. Cruz and the 
Mexican Capital. 
He served In the 


brigade o£ General Franklin Pierce, 
who afterwards became President of 
the United States. • He joined a filibus- 
tering expedition to assist in freeing 


Cuba, hut the government seized the 
vessel and Uie affair ended in a fiasco. 


In 1S4S Mr. Pelouze came to Califor- 


nia By the 
overland 
route, arriving 


here In time to take advantage of the 
discovery of gold, which. occurred al- 
most contemporaneously. 
He made a 


success in the mines, and In 1852 re- 
turned to Boston and married Miss 
Laura Loud, who survives him. 
Re- 


turning to California the same year via 
Panama, he engaged in the real estate 
business in San Francisco, amassing 
quite a handsome fortune. In 1868 he 
came to reside In Oakland, and has 
ever since resided in one of the first 
three houses built in the West End. 
He was a man of ardent political sym- 
pathies, and his interest in public af- 
fairs led him into active politics, In 
which his strong individuality and na- 
tive ability speedily made him promi- 
nent:

changed political conditions caused his 
retirement from office, he held fast to 
him a strong following to the elose»of 
his life. 


During the last campaign Mr. Pe- 


louze was prevented from being active 
by his enfeebled state. He had been 
ailing for some time, but no alarming 
symptoms developed till the day after 
Christmas, when he was forced to take 
to his bed, from which he never arose. 
In a few days he lapsed into a semi- 
conscious state and remained speech- 
less, although he recognized his wife 
at 'times. When the final summons 
tame he dropped into the peaceful 
slumber of death, carried away by the 
infirmities of age. And thus closed a 
life of honorable activities, lengthened 
beyond the Psalmist's three score and 
ten. The deceased leaves no Immedi- 
ate family save his widow. 


The funeral of Mr. Pelouze will take 


place from the Second Congregational 
Church Friday morning at 11 o'clock, 
and will be attended by the Associa- 
tion of Mexican War Veterans, of 
which deceased was a member.

Previous to the discovery of the bod- 
ies Woodward had gone to the home 
of younjj Coffin and said he could find 
the boys if a suitable reward was of- 
fered. 


This cast suspicion upon him, and 


Woodward was subsequently arrest- 
ed. 


An analysis of the boys' stomachs 


showed that they died from arsenical 
poisoning.

Woodward had bought arsenic a few 
days prior to the boys' disappearance. 
He was convicted of murder In the 
first degree.

,rlson an appeal was made to the Par- 
doning Board on the ground of Insan- 
ity, but the Board refused to take ac- 
tion. 


Counsel for the prosecution claimed 


that Woodward had poisoned the boys 
for the purpose of robberj'.

THE CATCHING OF BULLETS. 


A Magician's Trick That Has Cost Sev- 


eral Lives. 


Benjamin H. Watts, for 
many 
years 


the assistant of Harry Kellar, once told 
the writer, the history -of bullet catching 
The. trick," said Mr. Watts, "was In- 
vented by Philip Astley, the manager of 
a traveling show. Before going Inlo this 
business he was an 
American 
soldier 


During his term of service two of his 
comrades had 
a qtarrel, and 
he 
was 


asked to act as second to one of them. 
This led to the Invention 
of the trick 


Having succeeded in winning- 
over 
the 


other second, Astley obtained two blank 
tin tubes, closed at one end and Just the 
right shi?pe and color to flt on the end 
o the wooden ramrods without being con- 
spicuous. 
Powder and 
wadding 
were 


rammed Into the old fashioned pistols, 
and while the antagonists were select- 
Ing the bullets the second dropped the 
tubes-Into the barrels. 
When the bul- 


lets were dropped in they fell into the tin 
tubes; the rods were 
rammed In, 
the 


tubes stuck on the ends, aqd out they 
came with the bullets inside or them. Of 
course, neither principal was injured,.and 
the affair was amicably adjusted. 
' On 


turning showman Astley decided to make 
use of the idea in a somewhat different 
form. 
A spectator was to fire a pistol 


loaded with ball, and 
Astley 
was to 


catch the bullet in an apple on a fork. 
The trick was enormously successful, but 
it would not pass muster now, because 
the method was clumsy and necessltat 
ed Astley's goins off the stage with the 
ramrod and "faking" the 
apple. 
The 


trick was adopted by other conjurers and 
here begins the trail of blood. 


"The 
ftrst 
fatality," 
continued 
Mr. 


Watts, " wa.s the killing-of-a showman 
in Berlin by the accidental substitution of 
a loaded pistol for the one with the bul- 
let extracted.

The: boy held; the apple-In 


'Ms mouth while his father shot at'It. 
The bullet was supposed to lodge miracul- 
ously in the fruit, which had, of course, 
been manipulated. 'The trick bullet was 
made of a cai/ipoaltlon which crumbled 
cu being-Crammed 
home; but 
by 
mis- 


chance a "real bullet was used and the boy 
was killed on'the spot, A more 
tragic 


case was 
that 'of a . murder 
brought. 


rabout by the bullet trick.? -It'occurred 
about.fifteen years ag&' in a. then unset- 
tled portion of Australia. . A 
conjurer 


•was announced'to give'an entertainment 
one evening, the great turn being the 
bullet trick. The bullet was selected, and 
marked by one of the rough men of the 
audience, dropped into the pistol and ex- 
tracted by means of the rafairod In the 
usual way. Tho audience waited breath- 
lessly while one of their number, a dead 
shot, took aim 
and 
ftred. 
When 
the 


smoke cleared away the 
magician was 


seen- fimiling, wlth'thc marked bullet be- 
tween his teeth. Just as he was bowing 
in acknowledgement 
cxf the applause, a 


man jumped on the stage 'and pointed a 
pistol at tlie conjurer's head. 'If you are 
so good at catchin' bullets,, catch this!' he 
cried as he pulled the trigger. 
The man 


fell dead'." 


Mr. Watts also told of a case of delib- 


erate suicide. 
A man named 
Sartella 


loaded the pistol himself with a real bul- 
let and took his stand at the e.Qd~ of the 
siaflre for one of the audience to fire 
hjm. 
Hn asked that his mother be told 


what had happened 
if he w.ere 
killed, 


which tho audience regarded as a good 
joke, but the significance of which they 
naturally -understood when he fell dead. 
A narrow escape from death was that of 
a. magician named Blitly. 
He had pre- 


pared the pistol and had 
asked a stupid 


looking young mai; to come up on tho 
stage and fire at htm. He walked to the 
end and took up his position; all wa? 
ready when a man cried out "Stop!" and 
Jumped on the stage in an excited state. 
He declared that he had seen the young 
man drop something into the barrel. An 
examination-revealed 
a brass 
button, 


which would have clone the work as dead- 
ly as any leaden bullet. 


The moat sensational shooting trick In 


tlie history o( magic was introduced by 
Ale.v.i:-.'.:' r Herrmann a year or two before 
his death. He had a corporal's guard of 
four soldiers march into the hall to shoot 
at him. Four bullets were selected and 
marked; the guns 
were 
inspected and 


found to be In good order. 
The bullets 


were placed on a tray and handed to the 
men. 
It seemed 
that 
decepticn 
was 


quite impossible. When the smoke clear- 
ed away Herrmann stood smiling on the 
stage holding the four bullets in Ms hand. 
While this is a simple feat it is never- 
theless -an extremely foolhardy onej and 
has within the last five years caused th« 
death of at least ses'en performers. 
in 


the novel method employed by Herrmann 
the reeult-of the experiment depended en- 
tirely upon the cartridges containing the 
solid bullets being- exchanged for cart- 
ridges containing imitation bullets. These 
imitation bullets 
were 
made, 
as 
in 


Houdin's feat, of wax coated with plum- 
bago. 
The officer in command of the file 


of soldiers was a-confederate. 
He would 


take the carfrldgen that had been exam- 
'lncd by the audience artd exchange them 
for the dummies, .which 
were the ones 


afterward loaded ' into i the rifles. 
The 


genuine cartridges were' 'handed to an 
assistant, who extracted the bullets and 
gave them to the performer, who, when 
the soldier had fired at him, wpuld al- 
low them to drop on a plate that he held 
In his hands.

, These figures show that from April, 1, 
1901, to Jarriiary 1, 1903, the total of $1,325,- 
149.S3 h,as been paid into the City Treas- 
ury for all purposes. 


From April 1, 1S99, to January 1, 1901, 


the books show that 51,215,033.97 was the 
amount collected by the city.

This means that in the past twenty-one 


months $110,115.56 more has ben paid into 
the City Treasury than during the same 
period proceeding.

To the Legislature and the People of 


• the State of California: 


It Is the custom for the Chief Execu- 


tive of California, upon assuming office, 
to announce at least the broad principles 
that will govern his acts during his ad- 
ministration of the affairs of state, and 
to call the attention of the legislature 
and the people to matters which he may 
deem of special Importance. To attempt 
to do more than this would not be wise 
on the part of one who approaches the 
task before him without the benefit of 
extended experience; and, moreover, the 
need of a .detailed discussion has been 
met by the message which the retiring 
Governor, enjoying the advantages of 
four years of Intimate acquaintance with 
State affairs, has already laid before the 
Senate and Assembly. That the sugges- 
tions for the guidance of the Legislature 
contained in that message will receive 
thoughtful consideration, and, wherever 
possible, will be acted upon. La the earn- 
est desire of him who now succeeds to 
the executive office. 


Standing here to-day, the nrw Governor 


of my native Stato, the impressive words 
of my oath of office still ringing in my 
ears, striving to appreciate "fully the re- 
sponsibilities that rest upon mo, realiz- 
ing faintly my own limitations n;id the 
difficulties before me—Planding here- to- 
day, I pledge to the people of California 
and to you. gentlemen, of the Legislature, 
the best that In me UPS for a wise, care- 
ful, economical and yet progressive ad- 
ministration. It Is my hope that during 
the next four years this great state shall 
advance with even 
more rapid strides 
than ever before toward the accomplish- 
ment of her pplemlid destiny.

And, in 
turn, I shall take it upon myself to advise 
and cour.se] with the other branches of 
the State government, as custom and the 
law direct.

WASTE OF FOREST RESOURCES. 
Another fundamental consideration to 


which we cannot too often return when 
discnssinR what will most surely promote 
the greatness of our State, is the neces- 
sity of protecting- our natural resources 
from ne^dlpps destruction or waste; and 
of aH our resources there are non*? which 
stand more In need of safeguarding than 
our streams find forests. 
A large part 


of California is a semi-arid land, in which 
irrigation is either a necessty or an ad- 
vantage; and over great areas of fertile 
soft the only measure nf production is the 
measure of the water which is available. 
The relation between the streams and 
the forests Is an intimate one, and the 
former are best guarded by protecting 
the latter. Our forests are our groat nat- 
ural reservoirs. 
Where 
the 
mountain 
sides are clothed with abundant forests, 
wrilch delay the run-off of the winter 
ralrs, the need for artificial reservoirs 
Is not great. It is claimed, too. that the 
amo'unt of our annual rainfall has steadi- 
ly dimlnlsfhed as our mountains have been 
denuded of their forests. 


If, In a country as moist as Germany, 
the preservation of the forests is deemed 
so Important that their ownership cannot 
be trusted to private Interests, and their 
management Is one of the most Import- 
ant concerns of the 
government, how 
much more Important Is It for this State, 
by averting* the danger of destruction of 
Its forests, to save Itself from such a fate 
as has overtaken Spain and other semlr 
arid countries of the old world. 
Our National Government, seeing1 this 


great peril imminent, has created a ser- 
ies 
of 
forest 
reserves 
which 
will 


protect

streams 
flowing

San 
Joaquin 
and 
other 
valleyn. 


But 
there 
are 
millions 
of 
acres 


of timber lying outside the forest re- 
serves. Recently the title to these lands 
hns been passing from the government of 
the United States to private parties with 
a rapidity which has excited justifiable 
alarm. 
One manufacturing corporation 
has acquired ho less than 40,000 acres. 
A single enterprising speculator who has 
been engaged for several years in buying 
out smaller owners and the makers of 
original entries, la credited with controll- 
ing no less than 1,000.000 acres. Several 
other investors are each currently report- 
ed to have acquired from 20,000 to 100,000 
acres. The methods by which these great 
tracts of timber land have be*n trans- 
ferred to private owners are discussed 
In the last annual report of Secretary of 
tho Interior Hitchcock. He charges that 
a system of making wholesale entries In 
the-nannes of persons^ who are Jxlrecl for 
the purpose has 
been 
Inaugurated by 
speculators, who immediately acquire the 
title from the entrymen, and that, In this 
way, 
at a cost of. orly about $2.50 per 
aero, ownership la acquired of timber 
which Jn some Instances Is worth forty 
times as much. So long as a fraud Is so 
easy and so profitable as this one has 
proved to be, It -will be practiced; and 
Secretary Hitchcock announces It as his 
conclusion that unless certain acts of 
Congress, notably the stone and timber 
act of AS/8, are soon repealed or amended 
the result will be "the complete destruc- 


tion of the timber 011 the unappropriated 
and unreserved public lands." 
DANGERS OF FOREST DESTRUCTION. 


The rapid passage from public to pri- 
vate ownership of the forests of Califor- 
nia which are not included in the forest 
reserves will be looked upon with mis- 
giving by -every thoughtful person, be- 
cause It is hardly probable that private 
interest will tend to such use of the for- 


j ests as- will long insure their preserva- 
i tlon. And though, from the legal stand- 
point, this Is a Federal question, the 
State has a deep Interest In its solution. 
During several sessions, the Secretary of 
the Interior has 
appealed to Congress, 
though, so far, without success, to change 
the laws which make it so fatally easy 
for corporations and speculators to ac- 
quire the ownership of tho forests. 
Rec- 
ognizing the vast prospective Interest 
which the State of California has In this 
matter It may be wise for the Legislature 
to address Congress by resolution, set- 
ting forth what, in Its judgment, ought 
to be done. 
But worse than the rapid cutting of 
our timber is the utter want of care for 
the protection 
of 
the ' second growth.

And thus our streams 
would still retain the slowly-fed sources 
of their summer fullness. 
But, ere this 
second growth can gain a development 
that makes It a protection to the thirsty 
soil, ere it can become sturdy enough to 
fight its own way, the fallen debris loft 
by the timber-cutter is swept by moun- 
tain fires, and ^he little trees are killed 
btfore they hnrve ,the opportunity to do 
the work that nature designer! them f or. j 
And, in the 
ph-.ce of the cool, damp j 
depths of forest-shaded .mountain sides, 
holding, like sponges, the rains nf winter 
to give thorn slowly up in spring and 
summer 
to the mountain streams and 
rivers of the plains—in place of this we 
have bare, baked mountain sides, gashed 
and gullied by the winter torrents, which 
thus run riot ami are lost to those who 
need them most in the heat and dryness 
of succeeding summer. 
Not only so, but In half a century this 
second growth, having done Its work dur- 
ing these years, would, if permitted to 
exist, itself again 
become a source' of 


wealth. And thus our friends, the trees, 
serve a double purpose to our growing 
•wants. 


I call the attention of the Legislature 


to the Instant need of some action to pro- 
tect our present forests and promote the 
growth of new ones In the place of those 
no longer ours. 
Let some protection be 
given; at lea'st let the danger of fires, 
as set forth above, he guarded against by 
all possible precautions.

THE PUBLfC SCHOOLS. 


Education Is the greatest interest with 
the care of which the State stands charg- 
ed. Fully one-half of the revenues raised 
by *he State Government Is expended for 
education In one form or another; and in 
this California Is merely yielding to the 
, 
stcongly marked tendency In all govern- [ 
menta, which, where they once gruclglng-- 
ly gave a small pittance for the education 
of the people, are now content to see it 
become one of the largest of the Stato 
and local, and even national expenditures. 
NeTfc York State, counting State and loeal 
outlays, spends $30.000,000 annually up- 
on her public schools; and 
California, 
with a record of more than $7,000,000 a 
year, Is, 
In proportion 
to population, 
equally liberal. The cost of our public 
schools Is not far from 15 for every man, 
woman and chlJd In California; but the 
object Is recognized as a noble one. and 
no taxes are paid more cheerfully. 
In these matters California is. where 
she belongs, in the front rank of pro- 
gross. 
Proportionately, she expends aa 
much for her common schools as any of 
tho states .in. the "Union; or, if there be 
exceptions, they are but two or three in 
number. 
In results obtained, also, we 
have reason for satisfaction, even If not 
cause for exultation. 
But excellence in 
these matters Is marked by an advancing 
standard, and California cannot afford to 
_rest upon the record of what she has 
accomplished. 
AIreadK several of the 
Western States surp;*sg us In the per- 
centage of children who attend school, 
and It win not do to be further outstrip- 
ped in this competition. 
The welfare and the perpetuity of the 


State demand that each and every one of 
its citizens should be educated and In- 
telligent. The public schools are kept up 
for that purpose. And the State should 
Insist upon Ita right to have every child 
within its borders obtain at least some 
education. 
And 
California should be 
ashamed1 that so large a proportion of 
her children do not go to school at all. 
There may be two reasons fpr this. One 
is the overcrowding of the 
schools in 
some of our larger cities; and the other 
is. the fact that, child-labor Is 'becoming 
more frequent as out manufactories In- 
crease. Of both conditions 
California 


may well be ashamed. 
Let us provide | and has added many other millions to 
school room enough for all our children; our wealth.

THE NATIONAL GUARD.

MAINTENANCE OF STATE UNIVER- 


SITY. 


The State 
University, 
our greatest 


single educational institution, Is In a po- 
sition where it Is compelled to appeal for 
a more liberal provision for Its needs. 
The people have been generous to the 
"University. 
But they have Imposed up- 


on It demands which 
are, 
at present, 


beyond its ability to meet. 
It has boen 


costing- until very i*ecentJy, approximately 
5300,000 to support the University; and, 
measured by results, no equal amount of 
money expended for any other purpose 
produces greater benefits. 
The 
higher 


education hns ceased to be regarded as an 
elegant accomplishment, or the possession 
of merely the fortunate few. 
Thousands 


of bright and ambitious boys and girls, 
drawn from all walks of life, look upon 
It as a necessary part of their equipment 
for future work; and it Is no less remark- 
able how. In all lines of Industry, the ser- 
vices of University-trained young men 
and women are demanded. Science and 
practical business are coming every day 
more Into tench; and the University grad- 
uate is no longer looked upon as an im- 
practicable, useless member of any com- 
munity. 


The University of California stands to- 


i3ay among- the foremost Institutions of 
learning in .the United States, If not In 
the world. Its.graduates are holding- pro- 
sit Ions of greatest 
trust 
and 'highest 


emoluments, and are 
looked upon, the 


world over, as among- the greatest author- 
ities In mining matters. 
To our agricul- 


tural, horticultural and vltlcurtural in- 
terests to the university has rendered ser- 
vices of the greatest value. It has placed 
itself at the disposal of the farmer, the 
orchardist, and the vlneyardlst, and has 
given them the benefit of a scientific ex- 
amination of soils and 
waters; It has 


helped them fight the pests which threat- 
en to desroy the products of their toll; it 
has 
sent its 
representatives 
to 
the 


Farmers' Institutes, and placed at their 
disposal all the knowledge that scientific 
investigation has produced. 
The Univer- 


sity has saved many millions to the State 


ber of inmates, who. although they are 
helpless and poor, aiid. therefore, prop.- 
er objects of charity, are not in their 
right place in institutions intended for 
the treatment and care of the Insane. 
It is much easier to secure the .admis- 
sion of patients to the hospitals than it 
Is to effect their discharge after they 
have been found to have been improp- 
erly placed there. 
There Is ample op- 
i 


porlunity for improvement in the method 
of commitment and the manner of dis- 
posing tsf cases which belong in county 
hospitals rather than in Institutions for! 
the Insane. 
The Legislature will do well j 


to investigate these matters and provide j 
a remedy therofor. 


Although the continued growth of our i 


Insane population can be counted OR with j 
certainty, it would be unwise, I think, to , 
make any addition to the number of asy- ' 
lums, because it is cheaper to add to the j 
capacity 4fcf the existing institutions, the I 
cost of maintenance being proportionate- j 
ly less in a largo establishment, up to a ; 
certain point, than in a small one. 
In 


course of time, the main buildings at each \ 
of our hospitals will be surrounded by J 
groups of smaller ones, the cottage plan i 
of housing the patients having been tried 
and found very satisfactory'- 
Thus, the ! 


accommodations may 
be 
Increased In- j 


definitely, without proportionate increase 
in the cost of administration. 


It Is probable, however, that it -will 


soon be necessary to make some provi- 
sion for the separate care of two classes. 
the criminal Insane and those insane and 
criminals who are afflicted with tubercu- 
losis and other Infectious and contagious 
chronfc diseases, 
and, who 
therefore, 


ought not 'to be allowed to endanger the 
health of those who are free from such 
diseases. 
To direct the operations of its hospi- 


tals, with their large _and ffrowing pop- 
ulation, the State should enjoy the ser- 
vices not only of the best medical spe- 
cialists, but of a well trained corps of 
nurses and attendants. 
And this can be 


best Insured by making security of ten- 
ure, certainty of promotion and Increase 
of pay the rewards of faithful work and 
effort for 
Improvement. 
Appointments 


and removals for political reasons should 
not, under any circumstances, be made In 
the State hospitals. 


The State 
Commission 
In 
Lunacy, 


which was established a few years ago, 
and which shares the powers, formerly 
exercised alone 
by 
Independent 
local 


boards of trustees, has accomplished con- 
siderable In tne direction of unifying the 
system, stimulating 
improvement 
and 


equalizing conditions. 
Further benefits 


from the new arrangement may be ex^ 
pected In time. 


PRISON GOVERNMENT. 


The present metho'd of governing the 


State prisons, through 
a Board 
of Di- 


rectors, who are appointed for long terms, 
has brought forth some good results, and 
the Directors must bo applauded for the 
improvements In discipline and the efforts 
toward 
'the 
reformation 
of 
criminals 


which they have made.. At the same 
time. It is admitted by the members of 
the Board, in their biennial reports, that 
there Is room for changes for the bettor 
In a number of ways, most of which will 
require action by the Legislature.

mand as much as possible of the new

necessary to make the most of the op- 
portunities offered by the harbor of San 
Francisco, and also of other harbors on 
which the State controls water front- 
ages. 
I 
recommend, 
therefore, that 
the 


wharves and docks of San 
Francisco, 


where ao much has already been done 
and ao much more Is urgently demanded, 
be given instant attention, and that some 
plan be devised whereby the present fa- 
cilities be greatly increased as soon aa 
possible. And, in this cO-maepUon, it may 
not be out of place to "call attention to 
the fact that the building of wharves and 
docka of wodd in these teredo-Infested 
waters is, while cheapest In the first In- 
stance, far more expensive in the long 
run. 
It would be well, therefore, It eeems 


to me, to devise a plan for making all 
these needed improvements, so that they 
will last indefinitely and not require to 
be replaced every few yearn. 


If, in order to execute 
the 
Improve- 


ments, it should be necessary to borrow" 
money upon bonds, to be paid, principal 
and interest, from the future income of 
the port, as was doae when the 
ferry 


building was constructed, it Is well worth 
considering whether this would not be 
a Justifiable and business-like proceed- 
ing. 


The harbors of San Diego, San Pedro, 


Oakland and Eureka should also receive 
attention at the hands of the State, and 
some plan be Inaugurated for their Im- 
provement. 


THE BALLOT 
LAW. 


The ballot law, which was adopted In 
this State in the belief that it would cor- 
rect the evils wh,lch prevailed when the 
old party ballot was used, has developed 
a weakness which could not have, been 
foreseen, and legislative remedy is neces- 
sary. In Its desire to exclude all oppor- 
tunities for fraud and to obtain absolute 
secrecy, the Legislature required strict 
uniformity lo the marking- of ballots; and 
the courts have interpreted 
these re- 


quirements with equal strictness. 
The 


consequences are 
that 
many 
voters, 


through carelessness or lack of under- 
standing, make mistakes which are fatal; 
and the balots have to be rejected. These 
are not the results which the framers 
of the law intended; and some change to 
prevent the thwarting of the -v^Ul of so 
many voters is necessary. But the fram- 
ing of the needed amendment calls for the 
exercise of good Judgment, Jest the at- 
tempted cure of one' evil create other 
and worse evils, as so often happens, in. 
dealing with matrers like this, 'it'seems 
probable that. In 
the 
ballot-machine, 


which has now been-clearly legalized by 
a change in the Constitution, we shall 
ultimately flnd relief from the perplexi- 
ties of ballot laws which are 
so fre- 
quently too loose or too strict to work 
well. I need hardly' say, however, that 
tHfe whole question should be approached 
with great care and bandied with ex- 
treme conservatism. There ia nothin^/n 


which, to my mind, hasfe would, male* 
greater waste than this. 


RELIEF FOR SUPREME COURT. 


Thft Inability of our 
Supreme Court, 


even with the help of Its assisting Com- 
mission, to hear and determi/ie, within 
a reasonable time, the causes submitted 
to It, seems to call for prompt relief. I, 
therefore, recommend that the Leyi*- 
lature, after asking the advice and am-. 
elstance of the Judiciary, endeavor to d«- 
vise some better plan to be submitted Jo 
the people in the form of a constitutional 
amendment, in order that Justice may b» 
sooner done and the expenses of litlga,- 
tion may be curtailed.

government does not vary so much 
from year to ye*ar that the general 
fund levy can be reduced a million dol- 
lars In any one year, without causing 
the expenditures to exceed 'the reve- 
nues. The demands upon the general 
fund In recent years have exceeded 
three million dollars annually.

even when receipts from other sources 
than taxation are a&tal, the revenues 
of the year are still bound to be ex- 
ceeded by the expenditures, If the levy 
la no larger than it has been for the 
last two years, and especially for th«- 
54th fiscal year. 
The present'Legislature and the Ex-

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eeutlva must face the serious fact that 
the general fund will be almost de- 
pleted by the end of the fiscal year, 
June 30. 1903, »n<\ the now fiscal yea* 
will commence with so cinai! a balance

and December,

are paid in, the fund will be exhaust- 
ed and it will be necessary to resort 
to borrowing from other funds in or- 
der to pay the State's creditors when 
their claims mature.

Dwir.gr to the 
conditions just de- 


scribed," it is inevitable that the levies 
for the general fund for the 55th and 
56th fiscal years should he much larger 
than the levy for the 5-Uh. And State 
taxes, therefore, will be higher, 
ft is 


'only-fair that it should he distinctly 
understood in advance that this, how- 
eVer regrettable, cannot be avoided, 
and that it will be due, not to any ex- 
travagance of the present legislature, 
but to the policy of its predecessor in 
reducing the revenues more than H 
reduced thft expenditures. 


In .justice to the taxpayers, taxes 
cannot be raised a*x>ve a certain fig- 
ure. 
To keep taxes within bounds, 


and at the same time to rehabilitate 
the general fund, it will be nwossury 
for the Legislature to make n sincere 
endeavor to achieve eorinomy hy re- 
trenching 
every 
ne<Mjlo:-.s 
expense. 


The necessity for ef imo-.ny is too plain 
to be questioned, nr.d while there ore 
'many improvements in connection with 
the State institutions irhicii could bo 
made with frood effect —-while, indeed, 
many of Uiem are so ir.uch needed as 
to be i*:nlly ursont — only so rp.p.ny of 
them can be undertaken ;is fan be pro- 
vided for by a rc-asonnbV tax rate. 
THE GENERAL PROPERTY TAX. 
The present situation is such as to 
suggest a short review of the recent 
history of our ic.x system. There is a 
general feeling thru the State revenue 
system is not working t;o well a.s might 
be expected—certainly not so well as 
could be desired. This, perhaps, is not 
surprising, and at any rate it is not 
peculiar to California. Two years ago 
a special committee of the L'alKornia 
Senate made a report on taxation, In 
which it was said: 


• "From Maine 
to 
Texas, and from 


Florida to California, ihorc is but one 
opinion as to the working of the pres- 
ent system. That 
is, that it is in- 


equitable, unfair and positively un- 
just." 


The particular subject under dis- 
cussion by the commiuee'~was the gen- 
eral property tax, Eti'.d it was consid- 
ered from the taxpayers' point of 
view. 
From that swndpoint. as well 


as others, It Is unsatisfactory. In the 
case of 
California, 
it 
has failed to 
raise the revenue which, at a fair rjite, 
ought to have been produced. And 
the only conclusion is that much prop- 
erty escapes taxation. 
For 
a long i 
time the State has been grow Ins in i 
wealth even more rapidly than in pop- 
ulation, as proved by thn immense in- 
crease 
in 
bank 
deposits, 
by 
the 
growth of commercial exchanges, by I 
numerous heavy investments of cap- [ 
ital and by the general air of pros- ; 
perity. 
j 


And yet Assessors hnve been able to i 


fine! very little o£ this newly-created 
wealth. 
The 
total 
assessment of 
property has remained almost station- I 
ary. 
And, although wo are now en- ( 


Joying an era of unexampled prosper- i 
ity, the total assessed valuation is a ; 
little less than IS per cent greater than j 
it was fifteen years ago. 
This, every 


one •will admit, is absurd. 
N The burden of taxation on property ! 
which the Assessor finds Is generally j 
heavy enough—often 
too heavy—but i 
there is much which he fails to find. ' 
This becomes very clear when the pro- ! 
portion of persona! property assess- ' 
ment compared With the entire assess- | 
ment is considered. There was a time, i 
many years-ago. whefi personal prop- j 
erty comprised very nearly SO per cent j 
of .the total assessed valuation. That J 
was in .the GO'S. By 1SSO the personal | 
property assessment had 
prone down, ', 


rel"tively, so much that it constituted ' 
on;/ 25 per cent of the total. 
By 1SSS i 


it was down to 20 per cenf, a.nd in re- ; 
cent years it has been generally about 
15 per cent, though sometimes falling 
considerably below even 
that small 


proportion. 


As a community grows in wealth 


and civilization, the proportion of its 
wealth invested in forms of property 
other than real estate and improve- 
ments tends to increase relatively aa 
well as absolutely. And y^t the amount 
of personal property assrsscd in Cali- 
fornia is actually less by several mil- 
lions than it was thirty years ago. As 
long- ago as 1S72 the Assessors found 
nearly two hundred and twenty mil- 
lion dollars' worth of personal prop- 
erty. A few years later the assess- 
ment had shrunk to a little more than 
half of that sum, and, although there 
has since been 
a 
slow increase, it 
amounts, for the current year, to only 
two hundred millions. 


Contrary to the belief which is en- 


tertained by many, the financial trou- 
bles of our State government are not I 
due to a large increase in aggregate I 
expenditures, because in recent years 
there has 
been 
no 
stK'h increase. 


Elsrh't years ago both receipts and ex- 
penditures, were slightly larger than 
they, are at present. It is inevitable, 
in spite 
of 
all 
the economy we can I 
practice, that there should be a pro- 
gressive growth of expenditures for 
public purposes, keeping pace with the 
population, -or even outrunning it, and 
It Is clear that, sooner or later, our rev- 
nue laws must he changed so as to 
prqduce more satisfactory results. 


As has b?en remarked, the com- 
plain; is widespread against the work- 
ings of. the general property tax. And 
some of the most advanced communi- 
ties are casting about to see what they 
can' do to supplement this source of 
revenue or to supplant it entirely a<= a 
means of providing for the needs of 
btate governments. 
In the report of 


the- United States Industrial; Commis- 


sion, the whole .subject o£ State and 
local taxation Is reviewed, and the ef- 
fects upon industry of the present sys- 
tem are considered. One of the con- 
clusions reached by theso investiga- 
tors, as it has been reached by others, 
is that the present system does not 
bear equally upon all classes of prop- 


! erty owners, but is very inequitable in 
1 the distribution o£ its burdens. 
It is 


contended that the agriculturist, all of 
whose property, both real and person- 
'al, is usually visible to the Assessor, 
is taxed considerably in excess of his 
fair proportion t» other property own- 
era. 
The escape from taxation of per- 


sonal property Is everywhere a crying 
evil. 


To some of these facts the State Con- 


troller of .California has called atten- 
tion In former years. He has suggest- 
ed certain changes In the tax laws, 
which might have been made with ad- 
vantage. 
But most of these sugges- 


tions still await action by the Legis- 
lature. They should be taken tip and, 
where possible, adopted. 
ATTEMPTED REFORMS IN OTHER 


STATES. 


n~ the defects in thetr tax 


laws, a number of Eastern States have 
attempted to reform their tax systems. 
And more progress has been made in 
eliminating the general property tax 
than is known to most persons. In 
Vermont, taxes on real and personal 
property for general State purposes 
are levied only when specially ordered 
by the -Legislature, although school 
and highway taxes are levied annually, 
[n Connecticut, real and personal prop- 
erty has not 
been 
taxed for many 


years. In New Jersey, the only general 
property lax is collected for schools. 
In \Viseor.sin, practically the same 
state of affairs prevails, the only gen- 
eral property tax ordinarily levied be- 
ins for the schools' and the State Uni- 
versity. 
Pennsylvania has gone even 


further than her sister States, and real 
esta':e is never taxed, except for coun- 
ty and local purposes. The State of 
New York, also, is aiming to eliminate 
the personal property tax, and it has 
ma do so much progress that, in the 
year IdCO, the tax levied was only 12 
cents on the hundred dollars, the low- 
est in forty years. In 1901, New York 
derived a revenue of $5,000.000 from the 
corporation tax and $4,000,000 from the 
inheritance tax. 


In the report of the United States 


Industrial Commission before referred 
to. the 
conclusion is reached 
and 


strongly supported that it should be 
the aim of the State governments to 
abolish the general property tax for 
fitate purposes, leaving to the counties, 
cities and other political subdivisions 
the ex*--lu-slve right to tax real and per- 
sonal property, while 
the 
necessary 


revenues for the States are raised in 
other ways. In the course of the ar- 
Riimcmt the majority of the commis- 
sion makes the following assertion: 


"The general property iax Is better 


adapted 10 a new country, or to an ag- 
ricultural population, where property 
is homogeneous, and mainly tangible, 
than to the modern industrial State. 


These matters are referred to, not 


because it Is believed to be possible 
for California' to enter at once on a 
radical reform of its revenue system, 
but becairso it is well to take note of 
impending changes before they are ac- 
tually forced upon us, and to promote 
such discussion as M'ill prepare,the way 
for the transition. Even If it were pos- 
sible; It would be inadvisable, because 
unjust, to make a sudden revolutionary 
change, altering the whole scheme of 
taxation. 
Such changes should be 


gradual, so as to givft least shoxk to 
established industries and to vested in- 
terests. 


Meantime much could be done in the 


line of practical 
reform 
by putting 


forth greater efforts to live up to the 
tax laws we already have and to fore 
a fair assessment of the different forms 
of property. There is no reason why 
the assessment roll should remain sta- 
tionary when a State is growing rap- 
idly in wealth, and more particularly 
no reason why all but a small fraction 
of the vast amount of personal prop- 
erty should escape the notice of the 
Assessors. A determined effort on the 
part of the State and county officers to 
do their 
duty would 
soon 
work a 


change the effects of which would be 
gratifying. 


THE DUTY TO THE PEOPLE. 
I welcome the members of the Sen- 


ate and the Assembly to the high du- 
ties which, in the/name of the people, 
whose chosen representatives they are, 
it is their privilege to perform. The 
opportunity is presented to render ser- 
vice which will be of vast benefit to 
the State of California; but to take 
advantage of and improve the oppor- 
tunity there is needed such a consecra- 
tion of purpose as will exclude any 
temptation to labor for the more selfish 
objects of party or of self. 
The time 


in which the work of the Legislature 
is performed is short; sixty days afford 
only a brief space in which to deal 
with the numerous subjects, some of 
them of great Importance, which are 
certain to be presented in bills and 
constitutional amendments. The ses- 
sion is too short for effective work if 
any portion of it is frittered away 
through inattention to business or is 
dissipated 
in 
needless contentions. 


There should be no political strifes. 
We have each and all been elected by 
the people; we are all their servants, 
and faithful attention to their affairs 
—not senseless rivalries—is what they 
expect at our hands. 
They will not 


commend us If we engage In personal 
bickerings or neglect the public busi- 
ness while trying to thwart one anoth- 
er and gain a supposed political ad- 
vantage for any party or any person. 
The familiar saying that he serves his 
party best who serves his country best 
is applicable at this time; and it is in 
that spirit, I trust, we shall act during 
the thirty-fifth session of the Califor- 
nia Legislature. If we do so. the fruits 
of our labors will be certain to be such 
as, when presented to the people, to

dustrial Home for the Adult Blind un- 
der the present Board of Directors has 
resulted in making the Home one of 
the model public InBtitutlona, and I 
take pleasure in quoting from the sev- 
enteenth annual report of the directors 
the following excerpt 
to show what 


*as. been accomplished: 


" 'When the present Board and Su- 


perintendent Sanders took charge of 
the institution, June 1st, 1890, Its shops 
had long been closed and Its Inmates 
Idle, As they rely upon their wages 
for clothing and comforts, their condi- 
tion had become forlorn to a pitiful de- 
gree. The management preceding us 
had left a deficit ef nearly $9,000. The 
commerce of the Home had of course 
been diverted to other channels, and 
the task of recovering It by reopening 
the shops, putting the blind at work 
and finding a market for their product 
was of extreme difficulty. But the ex- 
perience and keen administrative abil- 
ity of the blind Superintendent, Mr. 
Joseph Sanders, proved equal to the 
emergency. The shops were reopened 
November 1st, 1900. From that ^tlme 
to October 31st, 1902, the Inmates 
earned and were paid wages amount- 
Ing to $6,859.49. 
The receipts of the 


fiscal year ending June 30th, 1902, were 
$13,250.21, or $1,104.18 per month. The 
commercial operations of the Home

blind Inmates is evident when it Is 
known that only 10 per cent of the

New Style Of Door. 


For obvious reasons It is desirable thnt 


doors on barns, freight cars, storerooms and 
similar plnnrs phouUL occupy as little space 
as possible, find a new door fs shown wh^jh 
certainly surpasses the old-fashioned one in 
this respec't. 


The latter, whether it opens Inward or out- 


ward, requires a great deal of room, espe- 
cially if it opens Inward, the result being 
that a barn or car can ucver be completely 
filled, since sufficient space must always be 
left for the fre^ piny of the dcor. 


Moreover, sliding doors are not much bet- 


ter, one reason being that they are heavy 
nnd it is not tilivays easy to move them, rfml 
another that there is ever danger that they 
will run off the rollers. 


The new door is made of separate pinnks of 


strong wood, wliieh are fastened to chains 
nnd hnng In a regular frame. They fit light- 
ly together, so that whatever is stored in the 


barn or car is not afTpcted either by dust or 
rain. The door Is opened by simply raising 
the plan IIP to the roof of the barn or top of 
the car, which la easily done by nulling the 


I chains. It is evident that a door of this kind, 
/ whether open or closed, occupies uo room.

ronst pig and mimoroiis concoctions of riee 
nnd jnimpkin; of jars of preserved ginger; 
rllshes of coconnnt shavings cooked in syrup; 


bowls of Chinese nuts, whose ment resem- 
bles in appearance a raisin, oiui In taste is 
a cross between pine nut ami an olive, and 
may bo brtter enjoyed In ininjrinntion than 
reality, for there- is an added flavor of pe.- 
troli'iim; dishes ot strnnge Chinese fruits, 
nranscs tin- si/.e of •thlmljles, and persim- 
mons as big as oranges should be. Among 
the vegetables are cabbages, with tails ann 
turnips without, but their strangeness is 
nothing to the strangeness of their cooking.

The flags and other 
emblems of the 


state of Cutch were carried on camels 
and elephants, accompanied by 
armed 


men on stilts, while Arab irregulars danc- 
ed past the Viceroy to the music of their 
own instruments. 


The famous gold and silver guns of the 


state of Baroda attracted much attention. 


The ancient Mahartta liags, descended 


from the Titogul emperors, were borne on 
an elephant carriage. 
The Marshal Raj- 


puts were clad in mail armor. 


State bards, camel kettledrums, richly 


caparisoned elephants and 
horses 
and 


agile swordsmen, shouting battle cries, 
followed one another in quick confusion.
